cluded the usual Sunday service. 

Voliva’s action was his opening 
sitet, After his, return from New Mex- 
ico, in the battle that has. vent Zion 
City. Flaring dodgers issued by Vol- 
iva attracted crowds to his tent. 

Samples From Dodgers. 

A few of the inscriptions printed en 
the sheets were: 

“Let all Zion stand together and be 
prepared to resist every movement of 
the traitors and hypocrites in Zion 
City. 

“Zion will stand no nonsense from 
| anybody, and in the name of the Most 
High God, I defy the whole outfit, 
from the little, two-legged fice-dogs, 
that snarl at my heels on the streets, 
to the cunning tricksters who meet be- 
hind closed doors and plan to execute 
their master’s plots for the destruction 
of Zion City.” 


Recon laid down by the founde: 


Heading the dodgers were the 
words: , 
“Declaration of war against the 


hosts of hell in Zion City.” ‘ 

In the tent the hearers were worked 
into a frenzy when Theodore Forby, 
one of the Voliva followers, offéred 
resolutions, “upholding the principles 
of theocracy and recognizing Wilburn 
Glenn Voliva, duly appointed and 
God-given leader of the Christian 
Catholic Apostolic Church.”: 

A man arose to voice opposition to 
the resolution, but was quickly sup- 
pressed and at Voliva’s suggestion 
all present arose to signify their ap- 
proval of the measure. 

Addvesses mad» by Overseer Lewis 
were characterized by Voliva “a

lot of insane gibberish, the utterances 
of an insane brain.” 


“T will launch ja battle in Zion 
City,” he’ shouted, “compared with

John C. Hately, receiver of the Zion 
City properties, did not escape Vol- 
iva’s outpour and invective. 

“A sixteen-year-old kid could display 
as much business ability,’’ he declar- 
ed. “Hately has sold a few harses, 
discharged a few employees and given 
away the lace factory.” 

The Municipal League of Zion City, 
composed of 200 business mety of the 
town, was termed the “League of 
Rogues” and then followed the asser- 
tion that Voliva would ‘‘run his ene- 


mies into a fifty-foot snowbank and 
show no quarter.”

Japanese Association Offers Large 
Numbers of Japanese Workmen 
to Contractors on G.T.P. 


——— 


Vancouver, B. C., Sept, 22.—It is 
understood that the Vancouver Japa- 
nese Boarding-housekeepers’ Agsocia- 
tion has mad» overtures to Meesrs. 
Foley Bros., Larsen & Co., for 
supply of an unlimited number 
Japanese laborers for work on the line 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
in Northern British Columbia. The 
contracting firm has extensive 
tracts including the building of the 
180-mils branch line from Kitamaat to 
Hazelton 

The proposition reached Mr. P. 
Welch, a member of the firm, on his 
arrival yesterday from Port Essing- 
ton. 

“Personally, I am not in favor of 
employing Oriental labor on our eon- 
tracts; in fact we have never done 
so,” said Mr. Welch to the Province 
before leaving for his home in Spo- 
kane. “The direction of our work in 
Northern British Columbia is in 
charge of my partner, Mr. J. W. Stew- 
art. It will be up to him to deal with 
the labor question when he returns to 
Vancouver. If he entertains the views 
he has always held, only white labor 
will be given work on our contracts.”’

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HARVEST IS GOOD 


Senator Perley Says Much Grain in 
Saskatchewan is Frosted, But 
Grain is Ripening in Stooks. 


Regina, Sept. 21.—Senator Perley, 
who is one of the old-timers of the 


country, and an authority upon agri- 


cultural matters, when in town this 
week, was asked regarding the erop 
conditions in the distriets with which 
he is familiar, and in reply he gave a 
comprehensive statement of the pros- 
pects, 

“North of the Qu'Appelle,”’ he said, 
“there is a district of land second to 
none in the west. The erop there 
grew up magnificently, but it has 
been simply cut out by the frost, The 
grain was breast high, and as thick 
and even as any he ever saw. The 
frost on August 2, however, caught 
the grain in the blossom, and it was 
deteriorated to that extent, This land 
slopes to the south, and grain on 
land sloping that way is always 
touched first by frost. 

“In the Qu’'Appelle Valley, too. 
there is another patch touched by the 
irost, but immediately south again, 
the wheat is not hurt. This is on land 
sloping north. 

Other Districts. 

“In the south Pipestone distriet and 
the locality known as the Sherring 
district, there is a considerable 
amount of the grain frosted, but then 
again around Wolseley, and as far 
west as Indian Head, which is the 
limit of the district with which T am 
familiar, the grain is no? damaged 

On a farm operated by his son in 
Wolseley district, the Senator said, 
there is one of the most remarkable 
fields he had seen. The grain is ap- 
parently not touehed with frost at all 
wid yet when individual heads are 
shelled out, it is found that there are 
them frosted, Some head 
three-quarters good and the 
other quarter frosted, and here and 
there throughout the field this is 
found. The frosted grain when shel! 
ed gives a solid ball of inilk or water 
moisture. It will not be enough to 
spoil the sample. 

“The grain is about 20 per cent. cut 
and is being cut slightly on the green 
side, The stooks are being mad 
large, with the greenest oi the sheaves 
in the centre, with a thoroughly ripe 
top, to prevent the rain or the hot sun 
getting at the grain. In this way, it 
is hoped that the grain will ripen and 
mature for a good grace,” 

Oats Riven in Shock. 

Two weeks ago, said the Senator 
he drove by a field of oats being cut 
by Mr, Dill, near Wolseley. He re 
marked to the man at work that thi 
grain was being cut ten days too soon 
even for feed oats, and a couple ol 
days laters “Mr. Bedford, of the ex- 
perimental farm department, was 
shown the field and concurred in th: 
opinion of the Senator, The grain 
was cut, however, and stooked, and 
to-day it is as ripe as oats ¢an ripen 
The stalk is green but the head 3} 
ripened, and the grain will weigh 35 
pounds to the bushel. It is hoped 
that the wheat cut on the green side 
will ripen in the same way, 

“There are fields of grain in thé 
Wolseley district, which if they 4d 
not get frosted, will yield forty bush- 
els to the acre, and show the fines! 
grain that can be found anywhere,” 
he said, 

Senator Perley once made a great 
hit by proclaiming to the world that 
there could be no such thing as a 
cvop failure in this country. He con 
tends that any year when the grain is 


some otf 
will be 


frozen, the farmers can raise hogs 
and feed them on the frozen grain. 
These hogs, he says, will sell at a 


price that will realize to the farmer 
one dollar a bushel for the grain fed. 
That is the optimistie view he has 
always taken of the conditions of the 
crop, and glight failures do not dis- 
courage him in his faith in the coun- 
try. 
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WOMAN OFFERS SELF. 


As Sacrifice to Science in Aid of Hu- 
man Lite. 

Washington, Sept. 23—Mrs, Harrict 
A. Martyn, of Chicago, has offered to 
give her life in the cause of science 
in the hope that the same science will 
bring her back to life again. Profes 
sor Geo, Poe, of South Norwalk, Va., 
who has invented an artificial res- 
pirator, which he claims will resusci- 
tate persons who have died of asphyx- 
jation, received this letter from Mrs. 
Martyn today :- 

“! have heard that your wondertul 
invention has brought back to life 
dumb creatures drowned or killed by 
gas or electricity, I am very much 
interested and will be glad to olfe: 
myself as a human experiment. 1 am 
a very healthful woman of | twenty- 
eight years, and I trust that’you will 
consider this offer as seriously as it is 
made.”’ 

The letter was addressed from the 
Saratoga hotel, Chicago, 

Professor Poe declared tonight that 
he could not accept Mrs, Martyn’s 


offer. “It would mean that we must 
first kill her deliberately, No seri- 
ous scientist could consider such a 
thing, I am waiting anxiously, how- 


ever, to test the machine upon some- 
one accidentally killed. So many ani. 
mals known to have been dead twenty 
minutes have been resusciated that I 
have no doubt it would bring back hu- 
man life.”

BURNED TO WATER'S EDGE. 
Richelieu & Ontario Co.'s Steamer 
Picton Prey to Fiames—Two Lost. 
Toronto, Ont., Sept. 22.—Two lives 
were lost in a fire that burned the R. 
& O. Co.'s steamer Picton to the wa- 
ter’s edge at the dock here on Satur- 
day afternoon at 5 o’clock. The hero- 
ic work of Captain Charles Redford 
and Purser Oswald saved three or four 
lives, while Night Watehman W. Ky- 
ler, who was asleep, had to jump to 
save himself. Miss Winnie Hatch, of 
Montreal, who was engaged to James 
MeMillan, cook on the steamere and 
was making the trip from Montreal, 
was burned to death in her cabin, and 
George Kleski, one of the crew, a Ger- 
man, was suffocated. Flames burst 
out in the engine-room and were so 
fierce that attempts to use the steam- 
er’s fire-fighting apparatus had to be 
abandoned, The vessel had taken on 
a large cargo for Hamilton and a large 
number of passengers were booked, 
but fortunately had not gone on board 
when the fire broke out.
